Inspection of the ‘Canal Point 
hurricane gate site by Lieutenant 
N. L. Hemenway ar» other officials 
from the U. S. Engineers office at 
Clewiston resulted in their ap- 
proval of the gate foundation base 
Wedüesday and pouring of con- 
crete will be started by the con- 
tractor next week 

The inspection was made follow- 
ing drilling of test holes under 
supervision of U. S, Inspector Ben- 
son, 38 holes being drilled to de- 
términe depth and hardness of the 
underlying rock. 

Foundation of the hurricane 
gate structure will be poured di- 
rectly on the exppsed rock at the 
bottom of the pit, no dowell holes 
or keyways being cut as was at 
first expected. Change in the plans 
were made to conform with fav- 
orable conditions found following 
excavation of the foundation site. 

Drilled test holes are being 
plugged with wooden dowells to re- 
tard seepage and concrete will fur- 
ther seal them against flow of 
water. Ditches are being dug «by 
hand around the work site to car- 
ry off seepage water which is 
boosted over the top of the coffer- 
dam by pump. 

Sections of plywood for concrete 
forms were received Thursday and 
are being assembled in readiness 
for, foundation pouring. The supply 
yard on which a stationary hoist 
has been erected will be filled with 
| muck and topped off with san 
from St. Lucie canal. 

The first boatload of rock. and 
gravel for hurricane gate concrete

Several Farmers Have 
Tomatoes In Carlot 
From South Shore 


500 LUGS IN CAR 


Others To Roll Next Week 
From Pahokee-Canal 
Point Sec 


The first car of tomatoes this; 
season from the Everglades farm- 
ing section of Palm Beach county 
rolled Monday from Lake Harbor 
over the Atlantic Coast Line and 
included pickings of several farm= 
ers at the south end of the lake: 
Among the growers were Ross 
Winne of Torry Island, O. W. Man- 
ning of Bean City, Rawl Brothera 
of County Line, M. H. Crouch of 
Lake Harbor, and a few lugs were 
hauiled from the Clewiston section. 
The car of 500 lugs was finished 
out with potatoes. 

The car was sold by Christian 
& Neal of Belle Glade and netted 
growers approximately $1 a field 
crate. The tomatoes, first picking 
from several fields, were not of 


best quality due to wind scars and 
recent cool weather. Successive 
pickings are expected to show bet- 
ter quality fruit.
